Ray,  I  wish  that  you  would  drop  me  a  line  when  you  get 
a  chance,   I  don't  wish  to  upset  the  apple  cart,  but  if  mother 
isn't  absolutely  essential  to  your  plans  I  shoiid  dearly  love  to 
have  her  here  this  winter  with  me.  Now  of  course  I  don*t  want  to 
be  selfish  for  I  know  how  completely  contented  she  is  there  in  " 
Brighton,  and  I  also  realize  that  working  I  am  away  all  day  and 
she  would  be  alone. 

How  is  your  material  coming  along  Kay?  Am  very  anxious 
to  see  it  when  completed. 

Shall  write  mother  in  a  few  days.  This  has  been  about  the 
most  upset  time  I  ever  experienced,  and  usually  I  am  so  busy  I  don*t 
know  whether  I  have  written  or  not. 

Again  Ray,  many  thanks  with  regard  to  mother,  and  if  Aunt 
Sarah  and  you  really  are  depending  on  her  for  a  while  longer,  we  shall 
hold  off  another  month  or  so.

Since  your  last  letter  of  September  2£,  I  have  ascertained 
that  there  were  no  protestant  church  existing  in  Yamachiche  bet- 
ween 1781  and  1783. 

The  nearest  place  where  registers  of  civil  status  ?/ere  kept 
during  that  time  was  at  Trois-Rivieres . 

Consulting  the  registers  in  question  I  have  found  the  follow- 
ing entries  made  in  the  french  text  as  follows: 

nSI 

"Le  premier  de  novembre  17fll  est  ne  Armstrong  et  a  ete  baptise 
le  9  de  juin  f  ils  de  V/illiam  Ro'^ers  et  de  Llary  Williams  ses  p^re 
et  mfere" 

"Le  premier  de  fevrier  1762  est  ne  Joseph  et  a  ete  baptise 
le  9  de  juin  fils  de  V/illiam  Rd^ers  et  de  kary  V/illiams  ses  pire 
et  m^re" 

Those  two  memorandums  follow  each  other  in  the  church  book. 
This  church  book  used  betv/een  1768  and  1790  is  entirely  in  the 
french  text  and  between  those  two  years  1768  and  1790  no  other  entry 
appears  under  the  name  of  Rogers.

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The  migration  of  the  Loyalists  to  Canada,  which  began  from 
New  York  State,  as  early  as  1774,  continued  in  varying  degrees 
until  1789,  eight  years  after  the  close  of  the  war  and  six  years 
after  the  Treaty  of  Peace  had  been  signed. 

The  Loyalists  resident  in  New  York  went  to  Britain,  Nova 
Scotia  and  Upper  Canada.  It  is  estimated  that  2,000  persons 
crossed  the  Atlantic  between  1775  and  1785,  a  number  of  whom, 
however,  afterwards  came  to  Canada. 

Early  in  1783  agents  were  sent  from  New  York  City  to  Choose 
sites  in  the  territory  from  Annapolis  to  St.  Mary's  and  to  report 
thereon.  Emigration  on  a  large  scale  then  began.  Companies 
v/ere  formed  by  the  rich,  and  ships  were  chartered. 

On  April  26th,  1783  a  fleet  of  twenty  vessels  carried  7,000 
from  Nev/  York  City  and  on  May  18th  landed  them  at  Saint 
John's.

Gurdon  (5)  Rogers  (Daniel-4,  Daniel-3,  Samuel-2,  Jaraes-1)  born  Montville, 
Conn.,  Sept.  28,  1765,  died  1852;  married  Feb.  5,  1789,  Elizabeth  Bliss,  who 
died  Dec.  4,  1802;  married  2nd,  April  17,  1805,  Lucretia  (6)  Rogers.  Further 
information  asked  of  the  children  given  below.
